Books in Groups I and II may be bought for the younger chil- 


dren. 


Group III contains the stories more likely to appeal to chil- 


dren six or seven to nine or ten. However, do not take this grading 


too literally. 
Group I 


Books in Group I are collec- 
tions of the most familiar tales, 
such as Cinderella, Three Bears, 
Hansel and Gretel, Three Billy 
Goats Gruff, etc. If you can 
afford the most expensive book 
in the group get it. All these 
are good, but the prices will 
show that some are small 
collections.
